A most enigmatic issue. The reverse legend seems to clearly indicate Himera, while 
the melange of types could fit a number of Sicilian cities, with the eagle and ser- 
pent being most associated with Akragas. In the decade after 410 BC the 
Carthaginians expanded their territory in western Sicily, conquering among others 
the major cities of Himera (408 BC) and Akragas (406 BC). This piece could be 
an alliance issue for the threatened communities.
